Otszagh, of the Aumtiro-Hungarian nrmy
And an attncha at the Auniro-Hungarian
Conaulnte In Philadeiphia, " In speaking
of the Bervian situntion, Colonsl Oreeagh
ruld that few realizs the real importance
of this phane of the war,

Acoording (o the sintament made by
Him, thesAustro-Hungarinn forees, hav-
Ihg crossed the Kalubura River, will In
part direct thelr afforts agninat Bealgrade,
which the HSarvian Government left early
In the war, whila the remalning Austrian
forcea will push to the southeast and at-
tempt to bhesieke Nish, 'the temporary
Hervinn capital

in speaking of the war In this section
nnd reviewing the progress of ths Aus-
trian Forcesx there, Colonel Orszagh sald:

*“The situatlon In Servin in not clear to
nll, Thers have been many reports of
the varfous operations fn that seation, but
uniess these are followed very closely It
f2 hard to grasp the real situation. In
the early stages of tho war the actlons
of the Austro-Hungarians againet the
HServians and agalnst the Montenegrine,
Wwho joined them, were confined prinel-
pally to protecting the borders. We had
but small fo(cea sltunted In those mec-
tlona.

“Our offensive movement against them
began about & month ago. The Servians
had heen threstening our frontler. It
wan declded ta put down thelr move-
ment. Consequently our forcek-were sent
across the Drina and Bave Rivers Into
Bervia, Shabatz, a very Important town,
wis the objective. Having taken thin the
urmy divided. Part pushed directly east
and took OUbrenovalz, about 10 miles
southwest of Belgrade. The other divie
slon pushed southeast, taking Lospitza
and Krupani, en route to Valjeve, which
Iatter pince we have but recently in-
vested.

““The most recent officin] dispatches
show that both dlvislons have crossed the
Kolubara River. This wan a very Im-
portant move. The divislon to the north
18 now frea to move on Belgrade, the for-
mer capltal of Servia, which the Servian
Government deserted on our approach,
while the divialos to the south will push
to the southeast. advancing on Nlsh, the
temporary eapltal.

“The great engugements of the other
theatresa of the war have dimmed to a
grent axtent the real importance of the
actlons In Sarvia. The Importance of the
fighting thers lies in the fact that should
Servin be defented by thse Austrians the
Intter ean withdraw large forces, which
will be sent agninst the Russlans. These
ndded forces flghting the Czar's army
will enable the Germans to remove large
numbers of their troops now In the east
to the weafhrn theaire and give an added
impetus to the campalgns axainst the
Allles' forees In that section.'
